Her conduct there was determined 
by two mistaken ideas—that it was 
to her interest to keep the West as 
weak as possible, and that by ‘help- 
ing Europe to recover she would 
only strengthen her industrial rivals. 
America was shrewder.- She did 
nat let political theories blind her 
to her economic ‘interests, -and 
hastened to aid in European recon- 
struction, She has thus skimmed

THE BRITISH » FILM 
» INDUSTRY. 


(to THE EDITOR oF “‘ THE HONG RONG 
DatLy PRESS.” J 


Sin,—I read with great interest 
the-leading article in your Thurs- 
‘day’a issue regarding the Cinemato- 
graph Film Bul recently introduced 
ithe House of Commons. Asyou are 
no doubt ‘aware the, Federation of 
british Industries is largely respon- 
sitle for the existence, of this Bill. 
.In December, 1025, the Federation, 
in conjunction with other National 
organisations, laid before the Board 
of Trude so proposal in the form 
of a. draft Parhamentary Bill for 
‘the introduction of. a system (in- 
volving ,both the renter and the 
exhibitor) for thy compulsory shoiw- 


ing of a steadily increasing propor- RY 
} tion of British pictures. 


At the 
present time the American industry 
has a 9Q per cent. share of the 
screens jn the British Empire, and 
it will be readily seen how essential 
ig prompt actiod for the restoration 
of British production. ae 

“the ederation are convinced that 
a souud- British industry can be 
extablisned and will. establish itseit, 
if the suggested measures are taken 
to'enstre it a regular outlet within 
Great. Britain and the British 
Dominions, The Federation are 
ako sutisted that ubtil ‘the British 
industry is developed by these 
means, export trade. is not to be 
looked for; Until a regular British 
output is assured there can be no 
assured and regular export busi- 
ness. At is, ‘therefore, useless to 
look to.féreign” markets to supply 
the ottlet required cither by 
reciproéity schemes, or otherwise. 

In the Federation's opinion, the 
salvation of the British industry is 
unly to ‘be found in the Empire 
market, reasonable access to which 
cannot in: present conditions be 
secured without Government inter- 
vention on the lines indicated. As 
the industry develops under: these 
more favourable conditions, its ex- 
pors'trade must necessarily"increase 
and place it in a position to deal 
un vequal terms with the larger 
forcign markets that exist. 

The objgetions which have been 
taken to the Federation’s.scheme 
can be reduced to a doubt whether 
if sucha scheme were introduced 
there would be available an ade- 
quate supply of British pictures of 
a good stundard. 

1o ‘is important at this stage to 
know. fairly accurately the number 
of films necessary to provide the 
proportion of a British. pictures dur~ 
ing the first year of the operation 
of & quota, There are said to be 
3,600 Cinema Theatres in Great 
ritain and the quota. is proposed 
to start at 12} per ceat. The 3,600 
Cincmas wiil at the most require 
two, feature films in’ each of their 
biweekly programmes, say, for 
purpose of this calculation, 200 films 
per theatre per annum. ‘A feature 
film, taking into consideration type, 
rental and varying conditions would 
be. considered to have booked ‘well 
if it secured 1,200 dates. This would 
need 600 films 4 year ‘to serve the
